This character was ably sustained: by 
Miss Lawrence—she wants to divest herself of a portion of that 
stately formality, which obscuresher acting, and to tread the stage 
with greater ease, and few provincial actresses would then be 
found, who could dispute the palm with her. - The tender hus- 
band, and valiant nolaiee, Alonzo, was performed by Mr Balls in 
gallant style ;- we should like to see-him'as ‘Romeo, we are con- 
vinced, that his acting in it, would approximate closely to that of 
Mr C. Kemble.—Mr Balls need not imagine we want to compli- 
ment him, it is a just tribute of :praise whichis his due. The no- 
ble-minded Rolla (Mr Arlan) and the Cora of Mrs Hannam, were 
dignified and respectable.
